Rat Plague 


As the pneumonic plague 
=) epidemic in India threat- 

ened to spread into nelgh- 
boring countries, officials in the 
affectedregions mounted amassive 
effort to eradicate the billions of rats 
that spread the disease. Plague is 
basically a disease of rats, but nor- 
mally the rodents are not affected by 
it. The situation becomes acute only 
when the disease grows strong 
enough to kill rats and spreadsto the 
fleas infesting them, which then bite 
humans. 


One small factor in the growth of 
the rat population is the practice of 
some Hindu sects who worship 
them, and are reluctant to kill the 
possible incamations of their ances- 
tors. A temple has even been built 
near Bikaner, in the westem state of 
Rajasthan, to honor rats. There, 
rodents are revered and treated to 
sweet and melodious music. 


However, poverty and poor 
hygiene are the principal reasons for 
the growing number of rats across 
India, and itcould take many months 
to bring this new and deadly epi- 
demic under control. 


Time Bombs 
wow ~The Baltic Sea is a poten- 
RA ijal “time Bomb" pecause of 
caches of rusting poison 
gas shells which litter the sea bed 
since they were dumped by Allied 
forces after World War II, a German 
author warned in Bonn. The shells 
were discarded into the Baltic 
between 1945 and 1948 because 
the victorious forces had no clear 
idea of what to do with the lethal poi- 
sons, said Frank Politz at the launch 
of a book on the threat. The canis- 
ters hold such deadly contents as 
mustard gas and Zykion B, the noto- 
rious poison used in Nazi concen- 
tration camps. Fishermen, who reg- 
ularly haul up the poison shells in 
their nets, are currently the most at 
risk, Politz said. 


Floods 
Severe flooding in the 
ieee Mekong Delta has left 34 
dead, mostly children, and 
$30 million in damages since the 
beginning of September. Vietnam's 
An Giang Province, bordering Cam- 
bodia, has been the worst hit. 
Flash floods caused by waakend 
downpours claimed 32 lives in the 
Algerian Plateau. Fast-moving flood 
waters hit without warming, washing 
away homes in low-lying regions. 


Tropical Storms 
Two people were dead and 
one other missing in cen- 
tral Japan after powerful 
typhoon Orchid slammed into the Kii 
Peninsula. Downpours from the 
storm were expected to ease the 
country’s severe water shortage. 
Tropical storm Ruth and typhoon 
Pat threatened shipping lanes to the 
south and east of Japan. The warm 
waters off Mexico spawned late- 
season tropical storms Olivia and

ated yet again as further mud flows 
cascaded down the slopes of the 
simmering volcano. At least 24 peo- 
ple were killed by the waves of vol- 
canic debris towering as high as 12 
feet during severe rainstorms.

poor fishing were released in an 
elaborate Buddhist ceremony off the 
South Korean port of Pusan. As 
2,000 people watched and chanted 
prayers, a maritime police patrol 
boat carried the turtles, believed to 
be the “guardian dragon deities of 
the oceans,” back to their home in 
the open sea, the Yonhap news 
agency reported. The two, a male 
anda female, were freed where they 
had been snared in fishing nets a 
day apart three months ago.

The Big Dry 

Australia’s worst drought in 

memory, dubbed “The Big 

Dry,” is not only killing 
crops and livestock, but threatens 
an entire way of life. Increasingnum- 
bers of outback dwellers are pack- 
ing up and heading for the bright 
lights of Australia’s coastal cities. 
Farmers with land handed down 
through generations find them- 
selves with nocrops to sell and huge 
overdrafts to pay. 

Meanwhile in Queensland and 
New South Wales, stretches of tin- 
der-dry forests ignited into huge 
blazes during another difficult week 
for firefighters in the parched coastal 
region. 

Thirsty kangaroos cluttered one 
of the country’s longest highways to 
drink from puddles of rainwater, 
causing an unusual threat to out- 
back motorists. Police warned trav- 
elers across the Nullarbor Plain 
along the southern end of the conti- 
nent not to drive at night because of 
the difficulty of avoiding the marsu- 
pials. Rain fell on the drought- 
stricken plain for the first time in 
months. Most of it was absorbedinto 
dry soil, but puddles were left on the 
highway. 


Tropical Storms 
Typhoon Orchid pounded 
western Japan, wrecking 
90 homes and injuring at 
least nine people. The storm went 
onto bring heavy downpours to Rus- 
sia’s Far East around Vladivostok. 
Typhoon Seth developed over 
warm ocean waters of the central 
Pacific and threatened the northern 
Philippines late in the week. 


Mudslide 


Anavalanche carrying tons 
of rock and dirt in 
Ecuador’s Amazon region 


killed nine people, with eight of the 
victims still buried under the debris. 
The disaster occurred in Morona- 
Santiago province. 


Tropical Snows 


Three children died and 

166 people were taken ill 
68) following a freak snow- 
storm in Indonesia’s easternmost 
province of Irian Jaya. The storm 
ravaged the villages of Koyawage | 
and Il in the Baliem Valley, destroy- 
ing crops in several plantations. A 
spine of high mountains runs the 
length of the province, and the 
unusual wintry conditions probably 
were the .result of snow-bearing 
clouds blowing in over the valley 
from the higher elevations . 


Earthquakes 


One of the most powerful 
LS] temblors ever to rock 
northern Japan killed at 

least 10 people from Hokkaido to the 
disputed Kuril Islands. The minute- 
long “Great Earthquake” also trig- 
gered nine-foot-high ocean waves 
that swamped many coastal areas. 
A Pacific-wide tsunami warning 
was issued before it became appar-

ent that only areas within a few hun- 
dred miles of the quake’s epicenter 
were threatened. 

A strong earthquake rocked Tai- 
wan, breaking windows and shaking 
tiles from buildings in towns along 
the island’s east coast. 

Earth movements also were felt 
in southern New England, Sumatra, 
Java and along the Arizona-Sonora 
border region.

The third most powerful 
eruption of Klyuchevskaya

miles, and red-hot pyroclastic debris 
reached nearly three miles high.
